A bulletin has 
recently been issued by the North Da¬ 
kota Agricultural College which con¬ 
tains material of great interest. It 
shows the'results of a co-operative ex¬ 
periment covering two groups of 
farms for the State of North Dakota; 
one group of 113 farms and another 
group of 350. Tfie object of the work 
was to obtain reasonably accurate in¬ 
formation as to the cost of producing 
wheat and some conclusions were 
drawn, which, while not final, are most 
instructive.

This 
was put at $3.50 per acre, disregard¬ 
ing entirely the loss of fertility result¬ 
ing from production of the crop. Other 
items of eost considered were seed, 
man labour, horse labour, machinery, 
twine, fertilizer, crop insurance* 
threshing, and management. / ' 

The record covers the year 1919, 
which it is conceded \Vae an unfavour¬ 
able year for crop production. The 
cost per bushel would therefore be 
high hut the relative figures would be 
about average. 

The first conclusion is that the 
yield per acre is the largest factor in* 
fiuencing the cost of production. On 
113 farms the cost per bushel varied 
from $L£4 to $6.82 per bushel, repend¬ 
ing upon the yield* per acre, which 
varied from one to 17.5 .bushels per 
acre. Fifty per cent, of the wheat pro- 
luced on this group of farms was 
raised at an average cost of about $2 
per bushel, while the other fifty per 
cent, cost over $3.00 per bushel. 

Of the 350 farm group, the average 
cost was $19.88 per acre and $2.75 
>er bushel. The cost ranged from 
>8.53 to $35.47 per acre, and from 
$1,21 to $14.38 per bushel. The aver¬ 
age yield per acre was 7.2 bushels, 
the range in yield was from one to 
17.5 bushels per acre. The wide 
range in yield and cost points directly 
to the yalue of increasing average 
yield as a means of reducing the cost 
of production and thus increasing the 
profits from wheat-grqwing.

HAS REASON TO REJOICE 

A monthly review of Agricultural 
and Industrial Progress in Oanada, 
published bylthe Department of Col¬ 
onization ana Development of the 
C. P. R., is to hand |md in the front 
page editorial, Norman S. Rankin, the 
editor, has the following to say of 
Canada: 

Canada, as a country, has reason tc 
rejoice, for the dying year—in spite 
of strikes, high prices and excess of 
imports over exports—has been one 
of steady progress and development 
All may not agree with this view— 
-pessimists there are even in Eden— 
but the true Chadian who is inter¬ 
ested in and proud , of the country of 
his birth or adoption, has no room in 
his “make-up” for pessimism. 

Our crops, both in quality and in 
quantity, with one exception, have sur¬ 
passed all previous records—a billion 
dollar crop; our population, in spite o f 
the war and alarmist statements to 
the contrary, is increasing—nearly 
100,000 in the first six months of- the 
fiscal year, with an estimate from the 
Minister of Immigration of a total of 
200,000 desirable settlers for the full 
twelve months—and ofir war debt, the 
Government tells us, decreased by (-2,- 
634,256 in one month alone. 

Statists indicate that at the end of 
1918, there were 12,800 manufactur¬ 
ing establishments j.n 46 Canadian 
cities, with a capitalization exceeding 
two billion dollars, giving employment 
to 500,000 people. New industries are 
rapidly doming in—200 branch fac¬ 
tories r of United States industries 
alone during the past year, and *a 
score of British—while many already 
.established, are enlarging-their plants 
and extending in all directions. 

The universal demand for pulp and 
paper on the part of a famishing 
newspaper universe has brought Can¬ 
ada prominently before the publishing 
world and made that industry one of 
our country’s greatest revenue pro* 
ducers. The discovery of a itew oil 
field, vast resources of such industrial 
raw materials as coal, iron, copper 
and newly discovered deposits such as 
sodium sujphate, .all give cause for 
justified optimism, and in fact, our 
situation is aptly 'summed up by a 
statement in a recently issued pamp- 
let of the Bankers Trust Company of 
New York, which, after comparing 
Canada with nine of tfie leading in¬ 
dustrial nations of the world says:

WANT CHANGE OF SURVEY 


A change in the survey of the Suf- 
field-Lomond-BHackie line of the C.P.-i 
R., making De Winton, instead of 
Blackie, the point at which the line 
shall form a junction with the Alder- 
syde branch, is sought in a petition 
which is being largely signed by the 
farmers in a closely-settled ar'ea which 
will be served by the line, provided 
the desired change is made. The pe¬ 
tition is to be presented to the rail* 
way company, who will be asked to 
apply to the Dominion government for 
permission to change the survey. A 
copy of the petition will be forwarded 
to Hon. J. D. Reid, minister of rail¬ 
ways. . n 

In accordance with the original sur¬ 
vey made eight years ago, the line* 
after running almost due west from 
Lomond for a considerable distance, 
would drop south to Blackie, and a 
large, well-cultivated area lying be¬ 
tween the Bow river on the north and 
the new line would in all probability 
be without adequate railway facilities

- i 

The first meeting pf the- Municipal 
Hospital board since the ratification 
of the scheme was held at the town 
hall, High River on December 16. The 
chairman, Mr. George Mclrvine, Mes¬ 
srs. Wjn- Caspell, C. B. Kervin, H. N. 
Shepherd, A. A. Ballachey, H. Wilson, 
Jack Schmidt and W. M. McIntosh,' 
representing their respective munici¬ 
palities were present 

It was decided to call the district, 
High River Municipal Hospital Dis¬ 
trict, No. 11.-— 

Mr. George Mack was appointed 
Secretary-Treasurer of the district. 

Pending the building of a hospital 
at High River the municipal district 
takes over at the first of January the 
present rented premises together with 
all equipment, cash on hand and ac¬ 
counts receivable which are the gift 
of the present High River General 
Hospital. * 

All accounts-of the High River Gen¬ 
eral "Hospital ure puid in fuli ami - ho 
liability of any kind will be assumed 
by the Municipal District. > 

The present-premises will be oper¬ 
ated by the municipal hospital district 
and such service as is possible in pres¬ 
ent premises given until an adequate 
building has been constructed or 
otheru ise*obtained. 

The board are investigating the 
costs of bpilding and a further meet¬ 
ing is to be held early in the new 
year. 

Arrangements were made for giv¬ 
ing the service advertised for Rlackie 
and a committee was appointed to se¬ 
cure premises in that town. Arrange¬ 
ments were also made to engage the 
present superintendent and staff and 
to have Miss McLeod visit one or two 
of the municipal hospitals now operat¬ 
ing for the purpose of familiarizing 
hferself with its management and 
equipment. 


The engine, drill and other equip¬ 
ment necessary for the boring«for gas 
have been spotted on a site close- to 
the electric light plant, and it is ex¬ 
pected that Mr. Ed.

My answer ha; evoked no small 
amount of surprise, and has in¬ 
variably resulted in another query 
being put—“Why?” 

To that query I have replied, “Be 
cause in Canada 1 had excellent 
facilities for doing the work I want 
to accomplish. Thanks to those 
facilities I 'obtained far better pic 
tures than 1 was able to obtain on 
the last tour with the Prince of 
Wales.” 

Comparisons are, 1 know odious, 
and if in the following brief state¬ 
ment of facts 1 draw comparisons 
between events which happened in 
Canada, on the last tour, I trust that 
my friends who so nobly assisted 
me in Australia and New Zealand 
will not take offence. Facilities to 
thing. Rob the camera man of the 
facilities for taking his picture, of 
the - facilities for developing his 
negatives, of printing from his de¬ 
veloped plates, and of dispatching 
immediately his finished prints to 
the hundreds of newspapers and 
magazines who are clamouring to 
reproduce the pictures, and you have 
robbed him of his all. Give him 
facilities for taking the pictures, and 
leave it at that, you have crippled 
him, and handicapped him terrihiy. 
So, I am afraid I was handicapped 
in Australia and other parts of the 
Empire which I visited on the last 
Royal Tour. I do not say that I 
was intentionally handicapped. Far 
from it, I believe that those' re¬ 
sponsible for the arrangements in 
Australia and New Zealand were as 
anxious to help in the work of ob 
taining permanent records in picture 
form of the incidents of the -tour 
.«rs were those whom I met in Can¬ 
ada. What 1 say is that largely ow 
ir.g to lack of experience, many de¬ 
tails which by the “outsider” were 
regarded as purely -minor details 
were overlooked, and owing to a 
variety of circumstances, I found 
myself working under very consider¬ 
able ..handicap. As a Press ^-Photo¬ 
grapher it is my aim to produce the 
best possible results, to give to the 
public and to hand down to future 
generations “speaking” picture re 
cords of the incidents of the historic 
world tours of “Our Young Man.” 
With the picture results of the Cana¬ 
dian 4tour, thanks to the splendid 
facilities I. was afforded by the 
C P. R., and all the Dominion of¬ 
ficials, I am satisfied, and the pub¬ 
lic too, 1 believe, was satisfied. But, 
with regard to the results achieved 
on the last Royal Tour I cannot 
speak with such confidence. Frank¬ 
ly I am d' '.appointed, but I have 
this consolation, 1 know the pictures 
o’ tained were the best under the, 
at times, very difficult circum¬ 
stances. During the three months 
tour with the Prince of Wales in 
Canada, I worked under positively 
ideal conditions. The C. P. R. Royal 
Train contained a splendidly equip 
ped dirk room, and everything was 
so appointed, that at times one for¬ 
got or.e was on board a train, travel¬ 
ling in the far west. One imagined 
one was back in a Veil appointed 
London studio. Never once did T 
have to trouble myself regarding 
the dispatch of my prints. Once 
they w re ready, willing hands at¬ 
tended’to the duty of dispatch. So 
smoothly did the arrangements pro¬ 
ceed that d ring the whole of-the 
Canadian tour not a single day pass¬ 
ed but I \v's able each night to place 
in the possession of the Royal Suite 
a complete set of the pictures which 
I had taken, and not once did I miss 
the mail with the pictures for which 
M’.'a.I're -s of the World was clamour 
i n g. One anticipates certain dvf- 
fi "dries when travelling thousands, 
of miles, difficrlties are part and 
p reel of the Tress Photographer’s 
lif *, and they have to be overcome. 
P’’t one above all else \dhieh from 
my point of view made the Canadian 
tour so :horoughly successful and so 
thoroughly enjoyable was the con- 
f icuoos a' sence of the “difficulties 
to overcome.” 

To deal with my difficulties on 
the last tour, I must commence with 
the wonderwUrskip H. M. S. “Re- 
rown.” When I got aboard her I 
d overed to my horror-there was 
no dark room wherein I could work. 
Thanks to the generous assistance of 
the officers of the ship I succeeded 
in “rigging up” a dark room in a 
g n support. Heavens! what a dark 
room it was. Built of solid steel, 
ev o>=ed on the outside to the glare 
of the tropical sun, with no possible 
ventilation once the door was shut, 
it was worse than working by the 
side of a furnace. How many times 
I was forced when in the tropics 
to beat a hasty retreat from piy 
dark room, gasping for breath, I 
would not dare to tell, nor would I 
d e to disclose the number of plates 
v-'M h suffered in consequence of my 
retreat. But an even worse dif- 
fi - Ity presented itself than the fur¬ 
nace-like dark room. My chemicals 
got Warmed up to such an extent that 
often I did not- dare use them, and 
I could not get a bit of ice on board 
the ship to bring the temperature 
of the fluids down to anything ap¬ 
proaching normal. So, rather than 
rirk spoiling scores of valuable his- 
atic negatives, I was obliged t»

adopted 'a different gauge so that 
iho rolling stock of onu system was 
useless over another system’s track. 

1 quickly gave up all hope of being 
able to develop and print my own 
negatives during the journey and 
entr-usted the work to others when 
i cauld find people who were ready 
to undertake the task. 

It is a fairly easy matter to find 
lark rooms and -operators in tne 
iaVge cities and towns like Mel¬ 
bourne and Sydney, but it was by 
10 means a small undertaking whan 
we got “into the wilds.” 

During the tour we seldom re¬ 
mained more than a couple of days 
in or near the smaller towns, and 
•ery naturally during our stay all 
business was suspended and every 
moment given up to a'whole Hearted 
‘joy-making.” Since it was essen¬ 
tial that I jhould ever have my 
camera ready it was obvious that 
1 could not shut myself up in a 
dark room for hours, and since 
every other man was ‘‘joy-making’’ 
it was hardly to be conceived that 
the local photographer would read¬ 
ily forego his pleasures for the sake 
of devel ping my plates. So it came 
about there were endless delays in 
getting my pictures to the press. 
Often during the Australian tour I 
would work all day wiih the camera, 
and spend all the night shut up in 
the dark room of • a local photo¬ 
grapher, professional or amateur, 
doing my best to make up for lost 
time. I was very nearly caught 
“napping” at Bridgetown when we 
met with the accident.- We had only 
just left the station, the train mov¬ 
ing at riot more than 10 miles an 
hour when the accident happened. 
Happily at Bridgetown I had not 
e xposed all my plates, and I was * 
sitting down resting pefore going 
to my sleeping compartment to 
change some plates when I heard a 
curious smashing, grinding noise. 
Then an, attendant came running 
into the carriage shouting: “My God. ' 
the Prince’s coach is overturned. 

1 jumped up and to my horror saw 
that true enough the coach in which 
the Prince of Wales was ri(jinjc wa a 
lying on its side. By this time the 
train had stopped and officials were 
rushing to the rear where the over- t 
turned coaches lay. To my intense 
joy, 1 heard the well known voice 
of Lord Loyis Meuntbatton, shout¬ 
ing “Where’s Brooks? He must get 
a picture of this." I ran along with 
my camera and was in time to get r 
a snap of His Lordship crawling 
throi ,h the window of one of the 
overturned coaches. In the excite¬ 
ment of the moment I did a most un¬ 
heard of thing. I. actually exposed 
one plate twice and did not discover 
my mistake for some time after¬ 
wards. In the accident, the Prince 
of Wales was the coolest of anyone, 
lie remained until the last inside the 
overturned coach and when lie crawl¬ 
ed out he was hugging a thermos 
flask ^nd gripping an old and favor¬ 
ite brier pipe. His first question 
was to know whether anyone had 
been hurt,.and on being assured that” 
rone had even sustained a scratch 
he laughed and went back to the ' 
wrecked coach to sort out his be¬ 
longings while I took “snaps” to my 
heart’s content. There was one 
thing both in Australia and New 
Zealand about the tour which' to me 
was most noticeable and that was 
the extraordinary “free and easy” 
manner of the people. They surged 
round the Prince .and in many [flac-es 
literally mobbed him, so enthusias¬ 
tic were they in their welcome. 'In 
New Zealand particularly I remem¬ 
ber the Royal train was “inspected” 
time and time again. No permits to 
approach the tralt>^were necessary, 
nor were permits necessary to gain , 
entrance to the railway stations as 
was the case in Canada; Some thirty 
or forty press photographers “com¬ 
mandeered” the Royal Special at 
Auckland and boarding the train 
travelled with us as far as Rotura 
where we were held up for ths 
strike. At Rotura there was a little 
incident which I do not think has 
been reported. A big country fair 
was being held, and the Prince one 
evening entered into the “-fun of the 
fair” riding on the roundabouts, 
shooting at bobbing eggs, and fling¬ 
ing balls at cocoanuts. Both at the 
shooting ranges and cocoanut shies, 
the Prince created something of a 
sensation. A splendid shot with the 
rifle, H R.H. wrought havoc amongst 
the bobbing eggs and the “running 
door.” At one of the cocoanut shies, 
after, H.R.H. had floored three nuts 
with three balls and decided to try 
his luck again the proprietor of • 
shies, not recognizing his Royal 
patron observed, “ ’ere you, think 
you’re lopping bombs at Jerry again. 
These is real honesteroedaniuts, not 
square heads.” That evening the 
Prince returned to thg Royal train 
well laden with cocoanuts and taw¬ 
dry charms and prizes from the 
various shooting 'ranges and sido 
shows at ths fair.

He has not been getting it un¬ 
der the Democratic Underwood free- 
trade tariff law. The farmer who 
raises wheat on $100-an-acre land 
and even higher—should not be re¬ 
quired tft sell it at the same price that 
the man who grows his crop on $20- 
an-acre land receives. Nor should the 
American farmer, living as he does, 
at a standard that insures culture for 
his family, be required to compete 
with the immigrants of Canada, who 
have no thought of the higher things 
of life. 

The average American farmer, on 
reading the above is apt to conclude 
that it would be just as well to join 
the company of “immigrants of Can¬ 
ada” and take a chance on getting 
some of the other higher things of life 
here for the sake of getting rid of his 
high priced land in exchange for land 
that is quite as good at a fifth of the 
price. 

GOING INTO PURE BRED STOCK 

James McCullough, about one year 
ago purchased three head of the fam¬ 
ous Ayrshife stock from Mr. Ness of 
Dewinton and again last month he 
purchased nine pure bred Ayrshire 
cows, two calves and a registered bull 
which gives him sixteen head of the 
best recognized milking strain of cat¬ 
tle in the province. The Ayrshire is 
acknowledged the best cream producer 
and it is Mr. McCullough’s intention 
to ko'-'p improving the breed by se- 

. lecting the best sires that it is possi¬ 
ble to obtain. lie has a farm that is 
particularly adapted for mixed farm¬ 
ing, with good running water, etc., and 
he figures that from now on grain 


will not be a high price any more after 
the various countries settle down to 
business and he rightly figures that 
by breeding the very best stock along 
certain lines he will be the gainer in 
the end. 


THE STATUS OF THE TEACHER 

Before a man can be a doctor he 
must study medicine for five or six 
years at a recognized medical school. 
If he decides, as many modem stud- 
ens do. to take a combined Arts and 
Medicine course is requires seven or 
eight years. Before a man can prac¬ 
tice law he must spend at least four 
years in preparation, and if he wants 
a combined course in Arts and Law he 
must devote six years before he is a 
full fledged lawyer. ,But anybody is 
allowed to teach who has spent eight 
months at one of the normal schools. 
In fact many are permitted to teach 
who have never seen a normal college. 

No work on earth requires greater 
technical skill, more detailed knowl¬ 
edge, better industry, and nobler char¬ 
acter than that of instructing the 
young. Just as a lawyer needs to 
study jurisprudence, constitutional 
law, contracts; just as a doctor needs 
materia medica, anatomy, embryology 
so a teacher needs history of Educa¬ 
tion, Psychology, school management 
and kindred subjects. To be on the 
same level educationally as a doctor 
or lawyer every teacher would have 
to study pedagogy at a recognized 
school of education for from four to 
eight years, instead of eight months 
as at present. 

The conscience of the general pub¬ 
lic is slowly awakening to the wis¬ 
dom of demariding (and paying for) 
as high a status of its teachers as of 
its lawyers and doctors.

Results Emphasized .the Importance 
of Trees to the Farmers of 
, Prairie Provinces. 


Of the countless spots, where beauty 
of surroundings combines with utility 
of situation, which the P/ince of Wales 
must have encountered in his recent¬ 
ly concluded tour of the British Do¬ 
minions, one particular sector would 
seem to have especially charmed him, 
and the heir to the British throne lost 
his heart to a stretch of brown ranch 
prairie in Southern Alberta’s cattle 
country, flanked by creek and coulee, 
lying within the shadow of the foot¬ 
hills, over which in winter time the 
Chinook wind wafts its warming 
breath. To be enraptured for a 
prince is to acquire, and he left the 
province of Alberta the owner of the 
Bedingfeld Ranch adjoining the la- 
mous Bar U Percheron Ranch of Geo. 
Lane, committed to enter actively up¬ 
on the pursuit of Canada’s first indus¬ 
try. 

There is really nothing unusual 
about this, for the fact is well known 
that some of the happiest days the 
Prince spent in Canada were on the 
Alberta ranches, hobnobbing with 
cowboys and. riding a broncho to the 
j round-ups. The most characterises 
photographs of the Prince taken dur¬ 
ing his tour are those in western sad¬ 
dle astride a cow pony. 

Having acquired the ranch and add¬ 
ed the title of rancher to his mary 
distinctions, the Prince entered .whole- ] 
heartedly into the project, and before 
he left to continue on his tour through 
the British Empire, made- arrange 
ments for the shipment of the be it 
stock of England to the ranch. This 
was a step of great importance to the 
agricultural industry of the province 
and of the Dominion and significant to 
ranchers and farmers of the greater 
elevation of the finely bred stock of 
Alberta. 

Though some of the best animals 
procurable on the American continent 
could have been secured locally, the 
stock raisers of the* province were 
benefited by the introduction of yet 
more regal animals. Thoroughbred 
horses came from the Royal stud, 
Shorthorns from the King’’s farm, 
Shropshire sheep from the Duke of 
Westminister’s estate, and rugged, 
hardy little pojiies from the Devon 
moors, a type of animal previously
